Letter From Sunny California

The following letter has just been 
received from Mr, Nathan Meyers, 
of Kingsbury, Cal,, and will be read 
with great interest and pleasure by 
the many friends of the family in the 
Wetaskiwin district:—- 

Kingsbury, Cal., Jan, 20th, ’06 
Dear — 

I only wish you were here to enjoy 
our fine weather, I was plowing all 
day in my shirt sleeves, it was about 
60 degrees above zero. 
uso for the zero mark down here. The 
coldest morning this winter was 21 
degrees above zero. We have had 
plenty of rain this year so far, about

five inches already. J have 75 acres 
of grain sowed and 19 acres more to 
plow and sow yet. 1 may rent 20 
acres more and put itin yet but am} 
not certain, I want to set out six acres 
in wine grapes next month, We plow 
and sow while you are sleighing on 
the beautiful snow, The Jast snow | 
have seen was at Mount Shasta in the 
extreme north end of California on) 
the morning of November 11th, 1903. | 


| OF course we can see snow almost any | 


day in the year but it is 35 miles away 

on the high Sierre Nevadas and it is| 
a beautiful sight in the afternoon with | 
the sun in the west and the high 
peaks towering above the clouds cover- 
ed with the beautiful white suow in| 
the east. The highest one is Mount 
Whitney, 17,000 feet high, We are | 
all home together now but Jemima, | 
© {she is still at the Burnette Sanitaiium, | 
Fresno, 25 miles north of home, She! 
has cleven more months to fill out her 
three years training then she will be 
a full fledged professional nurse and 
sho is certainly a god@ one, She has 
only lost three days by being sick 
since she first went in. Mother ha 
got entirely rid of that terrible cough 
she had for four years--so much for 
California, We like it here because 
we all keep well and for the beautiful 
climate, although I don’t think I shall 
ever like irrigation. When a man 
has 40 acres in bearing trees and 
vines with some Alfalfa he will have 
money to burn. Some orchards made 
as much as $300 an acre this year and 
the poorest made $190 an acre, Vine- 
yards run from $75 to $550 an acre. 
One neighbor sold from 15 acres of 
wine grapes, vines just three years 
old, grapes to the amount of $1,900.30 
Another neighbor sold from 12 acres 
of peaches, dried pcachcs, to the 
amout of $2,047. My nearest neigh- 
bor has three acres of wine grapes 
that have been planted 2 years being 
a family vineyard for the cow boys 
that used to roye up and down on this 
old grant looking after the cattle and |
